ice and was rendered helpless. Then 
,the powerful flreboat Clevelander was 
started out, and after two hours wori: 
Bucceeeded in opening a channel 
through lee 18 inches thick to the 
three vessels. Thirty men all told 
were on the three ice bound Teasel!*. 
They Buffered intensely from eoM am! 
hunger. There was practically u«) 
food on any of t!io imprisoned vessels 
when they left port. 

The four boats found Uttle trouble 
in Bteamlng their way into the riv. ;- 
after a channel had been oi)ened by the 
Clevolander. The fl<-:hing vessels were 
damaged to a considerable extent by 
the Ice. As the fleet came up the river 
It was grnetrd by cheers by many peo- 
ple along the doeks.

witness Testifies About ron»lltlon» 

Imposed ki Couer <1' Al«tn«. 
\Vashin4t0n, March 21.— The exami- 
nation of K. F. 0111 was continued be- 
fore the Coder d'Aline Invebtllistlng 

committee. In response to inquiries 
by Representative Lentt the witness 
told of a vl .it to the "bull pen." At 
that time a prisoner chanced to put 
bis fingers through a hole in the side 
of the prison. Thereupon, the witness 
said, a colored soldier who was ou 
guard on tiie outside, shoved his bay- 
onet at the protruding fingers, inflict- 
ing a bloody wound. A copy of tke 
permit required of those seeking wor'; 
in the Couer d'Alcne district was in- 
troduced, it recited at length facta 
concerning the holder — that he was not 
a member of a union, and that he took 
an oath to obey the law. The witness 
said he had not taken out a permit 
regarding it as a badge of servitude 
and un-American to require an oath 
to obey the law. Reprepentative Jctt 
made the point that the law presumed 
that a citizen obeyed the law until 
otherwise proved. The cross examina- 
tion was directed to showing that the 
permit system was designed to secure 
an orderly force of workmen in the 
mines. 

The witness maintained, however, 
that its effect was to blacklist tho.^" 
who did not take out a permit, ami 
also to set up an "oligarchy or aristo- 
cracy" of those In control of the per- 
mit system. He said tliat the ela.ss of 
miners had deteriorated under the .sys- 
tem, so that now women did not talie 
the night trains, as many drunken men 
carrying dirks iu their belts, were 
on board. 



No Agreement on Wheeler's < a.<ie. 

Washington, March 21.— General 
Wheeler called at the war department 
and otllclally reported his return from 
the Philippines to Secretary Root in 
accordance with the orders of the de- 
parmtent. It was expected that the 
question of Cen. ial Wheeler's future 
military status would be determined 
at this meeting. Secretary Root was 
£0 busy, however, with other import- 
ant (luestlons whirli had ai cumuhitecl 
during hib ab.eiue from the city, that 
It was concluded best to defer the 
consideration of General Wheeler's 
cafo to a more opportune time. The 
matter will probably be settled within 
a few days. 

To He Tnxed In lUilk. 

Washington, .March 21.— The ways 
and means committee gave a hearing 
to a delegation of insurance officials 
and agents who desire a change in the 

revenue tax law by which, in lieu of 
adhesive stamps on individual trans- 
actions, the business will be taxed in 
bulk. It was urged that the proposed 
change involved no loss in revenue to 
the government, l)ut altered the man- 
ner of collection so as to avoid the in- 
convenience and business disorder 
caused by starnpin'* e.ich transaction. 

Hank Ollb iiils ilttrred. 
Washington, .March 21.— A bill re- 
stricting national banks from making 
loans to their officers was favorably 
acted on by the house committtee on 
banking and currency. The measure 
has been urged by the comptroller of 
the ciirency on the ground that many 
bank failures were caused by ill-ad- 
viseil loans to oliii i.ils' of the banks. 
The expected large increase of small 
banks under the new financial law, is 
said to be additional reason for the 
restriction of loans to bank officers. 

Mr. Turner Desires Informullon. 

Washington, March 21.— Soon after 
the senate convened Mr. Turner 
(W ibhingtou) offered a resolution di- 
recting t,he secretary of war to inform 
the senate whether any concessions to 
excavate the gold-bearing bed of the 
eea in the vicinity of Cape Nome, Alas- 
ka, or in other Alaskan waters, have 
been made to any Individual or corpo- 
ration or aaaoetatloo by the secretary 
of war or any other war department of- 
ficial, and If iO upon what theory of 
authority aueh grant waa made. 

Proposed Hospital at Ho( 4|irl|lfS. 

Washington, March 21.— Repreeehta- 
tive Little, of Arkansas, has introduced 
a bill appropriating |20o,000 for a sol- 
diers' hospital at Hot Springs. Ark., 
at which shall be admitted soldiers of 
ail the wars of the United States, in- 
cluding the Spanish war, who desire 
treatment for the peculiar diseases for 
which the waters of the Bprincs are 
efllcadous. 

Mamie Re ling Acquitted. 
Cincinnati, O..- Marcb 21.— Mamie 
Retlng, who shot iMwwrd Grafe on 

the street, after he had refused to mar- 
ry her and legitimatize llielr child, 
was acquitted by the Jury.

ed and woiiiicled 0:1 liis iissailant.'^. 
The next battle cost the Russians 170 
officers and 7,136 men and the three 
days' stubborn assault of Skobeloff la- 
ter on, when the Russian grenadier.!

but failed to pass the fatal fire zone 
ended In a Russian loss of from 18,000 
to 20.000 men. 

It was resolved to starve out the 
army of Osman. which origin;illy iriai- 
bered about 50,000 men, and an army 
of 120,000 Russians completed the in- 
vestment. 

At length, 45 days after the close 
siege had been establisl'.ed a::d \\\ 
days after bis own arrival at Plevna, 
Osman determined on a desperate at- 
tempt to cut his way through. The 
struggle was of the flercest sort, but 
hours of iKiyonet fighting ended In 
the Turks being driven back, and the 
"defender of Plevna" surrendered with 
the honors of war.

Swiss C'uuneil Dcvllues to Intervene* 
Berne, Switzerland, March 21.— The 

federal coniiril has answered the Boer 
appeal for mediation as follows: "The 
Swiss federal council would have been 
pleased to co-operate in friendly me- 
diation in order to end further blood- 
shed, but as the I re.sident of the South 
Afric :in repuiilics have directly ap- 
proached the British government in 
order to conclude peace on a basis in- 
dicated, and the British government 
has shown itself against the proposal; 
and, as fur tlier:nore, the liritish gov- 
ernment has declared to the cabinet 
at Washington that it did not propose 
to accept the intervention of any pow- 
er, the Swiss federal couneil, to it.s 
regret, must also renounce tlie idea of 
taking any steps on the lines of the 
requests made by the presidents of the 
South African republics. There re- 
mains for the federal council in the 
circumstances noilliing but to express 
Its sincere wi.-li that tlie bidligerents 
will have succeeded, at no distant date, 
in finding a basis for an understanding 
honorable to both parties."

Witliout regard \o the persons now 
nnmeci in warrants sworn out for their 
arrest on the (charge of bell g accessory 
before tlie fad to the willful murder of 
William (ioehel, the American pnidic 
will hope that such evidence has been 
secured as may enable the Kentuckv 
authorities to solve themystervaarround- 
ing that crime and to bring all the goilty 
partiea to jaatioe. 

A vigilant proeecntioB of the aearcb 
for the bidden facta of ttie aaaasaination 
of Qoebel, prompt action on the evidence 
in hand, a fearleaa oondnct of the caae 
in the oonrta are demlmded of Ken- 
tucky. Whether tboae implicated shall 
prove to be of bigh or low degree, they 
must be punished to the full extent of 
the law. No influence should avail to 
shield them. Should they prove to be 
of so high standing in the State as well- 
ni^'h to dismay the community, their ein 
is hut the greater for this very reason.
